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FEED  GRAIN.  WHEAT,  AND  SOYBEAN  STOCKS  LARGER 

£>tock8  of  the  four  feed  grains  on  April  1 totaled  116  million  tons  -«  12  per- 
cent more  than  a year  earlier  but  5 percent  below  average,  according  to  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board.  Stocks  of  all  wheat  were  19  percent  greater  than  on  April  1, 
1967  but  were  more  than  a third  below  average.  Record  soybean  stocks  were 
17  percent  more  than  a year  earlier.  Despite  the  increase  in  all  wheat  stocks, 
lurvim  wheat  holdings  were  3 percent  less  than  a year  earlier.  Rye  stocks  were 
down  6 percent  while  holdings  of  flaxseed  were  down  30  percent. 

All  wheat  in  storage  on  April  1 totaled  836  million  bushels,  19  percent  more 
than  a year  earlier  but  otherwise  the  smallest  April  1 holdings  since  1952.  Farm 
stocks  of  360  million  bushels  were  51  percent  above  last  year  and  off-farm 
holdings  of  477  million  bushels  were  up  3 percent.  Disappearance  from  all  stor- 
age positions  during  January-March  is  indicated  at  373  million  bushels  compared 
with  349  million  a year  earlier. 


Durum  wheat  stocks  in  all  positions  on  April  1 totaled  43.8  million  bushels, 
3 percent  below  a year  earlier  and  the  smallest  April  1 holdings  since  1962. 
Farm  stocks  made  up  31.1  million  bushels  of  this  total,  9 percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier.  Off-farm  holdings,  at  12.7  million  bushels,  were  24  percent  less 
than  on  April  1,  1967.  Indicated  disappearance  during  January-March  was 
17.0  million  bushels  compared  with  18.  8 million  a year  earlier. 

Rye  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 totaled  22.9  million  bushels, 

6 percent  less  than  a year  earlier  but  38  percent  above  average.  Farm  stocks 
of  6.8  million  bushels  were  10  percent  below  April  1,  1967.  Off-farm  holdings 
totaled  16.2  million  bushels,  3 percent  less  than  a year  earlier.  Indicated 
disappearance  during  January-March  was  4,8  million  bushels  compared  with 
4. 1 million  a year  earlier. 

Corn  in  storage  on  April  1 totaled  3,168  million  bushels  --  17  percent  more 
than  a year  earlier  and  3 percent  above  average.  Current  stocks  are  the  largest 
for  April  1 since  1964,  Off-farm  stocks  of  806  million  bushels  were  20  percent 
above  a year  earlier.  Farm  holdings  at  2,362  million  bushels  were  up  16  per- 
cent. Indicated  disappearance  from  all  positions  during  the  January-March 
quarter  is  1,048  million  bushels  compared  with  962  million  a year  earlier. 
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Oat  stocks  of  441  million  bushels  in  all  positions  on  April  1 were  nearly 
equal  to  a year  earlier  but  11  percent  below  average.  Farm  holdings  of  358 
million  bushels  were  1 percent  above  a year  earlier  and  equaled  81  percent  of 
total  April  1 stocks*  Off*farm  stocks,  at  83  million  bushels,  were  6 percent 
below  a year  earlier*  Disappearance  of  207  million  bushels  during  January^- 
March  compared  with  219  million  bushels  a year  earlier* 

Barley  stored  in  all  positions  on  April  1 totaled  217  million  bushels,  nearly 
5 percent  more  than  a year  earlier  and  1 percent  above  average*  0:tf«farm 
stocks,  at  89  million  bushels,  were  4 percent  below  April  1,  1967*  Farm 
stocks  of  128  million  bushels  were  up  11  percent*  Disappearance  during 
January-March  was  85  million  bushels,  down  from  87  million  a year  earlier* 

Sorghum  grain  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1,  1968  totaled 
522  million  bushels,  1 percent  less  than  a year  earlier  and  35  percent  below 
average*  This  was  tlxe  smallest  total  for  April  1 since  1958*  Off-farm  stocks 
of  375  million  bushels  were  5 percent  less  than  a year  earlier,  but  farm  hold- 
ings of  147  million  bushels  were  up  10  percent*  January- March  disappearance 
was  217  million  bushels  compared  with  295  million  bushels  for  the  same  quarter 
last  year. 

Soybean  stocks  in  all  positions  on  April  1,  1968  totaled  537  million  bushels, 
17  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  49  percent  above  average.  Off-farm 
stocks,  at  301  million  bushels,  were  25  percent  above  a year  earlier  and  farm 
stocks,  at  235  million  bushels,  were  up  8 percent* 

April  1 stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  September  1967-March  1968 
of  526  million  bushels  from  a beginning  supply  of  1,063  million  bushels 
(including  a carryover  of  90  million  bushels)*  During  the  period,  343  million 
bushels  were  processed  for  oil,  approximately  169  million  bushels  were 
exported,  and  minor  quantities  were  fed  to  livestock. 

Flaxseed  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  April  1 totaled  13*  1 million 
bushels  -«  30  percent  less  than  a year  earlier  and  32  percent  below  average. 
Farm  stocks  were  down  22  percent  from  April  1,  1967  and  off-farm  holdings 
were  down  34  percent*  Current  stocks  indicate  a disappearance  during  the 
July-March  period  of  16,  0 million  bushels  from  a supply  of  29*  2 million 
bushels  (carryover  of  9.3  million  bushels  plus  1967  production  of  19*9  mil- 
lion bushels).  Reported  disappearance  for  this  period  included  12*5  million 
bushels  crushed  and  3*  2 million  bushels  exported.
